Gong suggested 
that low-income participation in 
the program;， which draws on 
mortgage revenue bonds and an 
investment Dool to assist home- 
buyers, be raised to at least50% . 
Harline Hurst of Nob Hill 
Neighbors agreed.“The city has 
played federal junkie for too 
long,” she proclaimedq. “SF has 
been uniquely greedy in building 
up the downtown， and the 


downtown business interests have 
Taped SFE,”she added;，Pproposing 


that the money which Mayor 
Feinstein and other city officials 


have been raising for cable cars be 
diverted to affordable housing. 


Williams，however，saidqd that 
“most of the low- and moderate- 
income housing we have now is 
the low- and moderate-income 
housing we will have in five 
years. Because ，the federal 
governimnent has withdrawmn assis= 
tance to housing construction， the 
only hope of increasing the stock 
of affordable housing would be 
through the use of “inclusionary” 
policies, he explained. 

Such policies would require all 
new housing developments to 
include a portion of low- and 
moderate-income units,“ 让 public 
subsidqies are available.”They also 
would promote the inclusion .of 
housing in downtown commer- 
cial developments.

said that many senior citizens live 
with ， inadequate facilities， some 
with no heat or hot water. 
However，since the city does not 
Piovide them with an effective 
process for making complaints or 
adeqtuate protections against evic- 
tion，little is done because“many 
People would rather stay ip their 
cubbyholes than be out on the 
Streets.” 


“We need you to _ build more 
subsidized housing. If more low- 
income hotsing is iimnpossible，we 
need Imore Drotection for exist= 
ing housing,”said Annie Yen， 
speaking for the seniors at Self- 
Help. Calling for continuation of 
the rent ordinance， she Said， 


“There are times whenpeoplephave 


to be evicted, Vacancy control is a 
major Problem; because rents (in 
empty apartments) become impos- 
Sible.… 

Expressing concern for the high 
Droportion of Chinatown resi- 
dents who are elderly， Donna Yee 
of On Lok Senior Health Ser- 
vices advocated“housing for the 
diversity of needs.”While many of 
tbhe elderly are frail,“they would 
rather be in their own homes and 
own comrmunity,”Yee said，But 
because of inadequate and 
inaccessible housing, they end up 
in _ nursing homes and hospitals， 
where more money is spent and 
theyend up dying sooner， 


The hearing concluded after 


Man Yan Wu told Williams that 


she applied for elderlyhousing im 
February 1975 and hadn't heard 
anything on the matter since. 
Also, she noted that although rents 
and electricity bijlls are constantly 
rising, there is a building at Crant 
Ave. and Pine St which stands 
vacant.“Maybe you could check 
into the matter,”she .told W 计 - 
liams.

Several years of unsuccessful guess- 
ing)，Some 500 people attended 
the event. 

The lantern festival is tradi- 
tionally celebirated on the 寺 f- 
teenth day of the first lunar 
month. Although many might 
light lanterns as early as the first 
day of the new year, most worked 
on them during the first few 
weeks， with the results being 
displayed at home，on gates and 
in festive gatherings between the 
thirteenth and fifteenth day of the 
first month. 

Lanterns would be constructed 
in a variety of styles, some simple 
and some complex (Some accounts 
even note the construction of 
complex lanterns carved from ice， 
with newly sprouted wheat seeds 
frozen omi the outside and a candle 
Placed inside.) Some would carry 
characters of auspicious sayings 
Wishing long ， life， prosperity， 
many Songs;， etc.， While others 
carIied depictions of historical 
Scenes.

but wages for the Chinese 
jincreased by $9 per month to $35， 
equivalent to the salary of white 
laborers who maintained shorter 
work hours. 

When the Central Pacific Rail- 
roads finally linked with the 
Union Pacific at Promontory Point 
in Utah，May 10，1868, . the 
Chinese were not included in the

DIEKICULTY 

“The original plans for the 
outfall project were extremely 
large, $2.3 billion，although they 
have since been altered to $900 
million. We consider this to be a 
very large Project, And the cost is 
quite a lot，considering that the 
population is only 680,000 and the 
area served is only 50 square 
miles,”noted the study group' 
leader，Zheng Ding-neng，who is 
deputy director and senior enginer 
at the Bureau of Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Engineering Works. 

Zheng's- department， in 
comparison, must PITOvide services 
for and contend with the waste 
produced by 6 million people in 
an area of around 90 square miles， 
(The metropolitan area，， which 
includes some surrounding Tural 
areas， contains a total of 11 
million people in an area of 3,700 
square mijles.) 

“To gather so much money so 
quickly would be a great difficulty 
for us,” Zheng noted. Upon their 
return，Zheng and his group will 
discuss methods they ， have 
observed with other ,study groups 
sent to Japan and Europe，and 
will divide the problem up into 
Specific areas， Later，Sspeciajlists 
will outline a long-term Plan for 
dealing with the problem of pollu- 
tion，

were on the US mainland，they 
took the overland trail which lead 
them to _ the Midwest .and the 
East Coast，The Chinese who 


settled in the Midwest and the 、 


East Coast did not live in a China- 
town，but lived in an integrated 
SOciety,” 

POPULARITY 

Two other panelists focused on 
Boise，Idaho. They reported that 
iD the 1800s the Chinese repre- 
sented 25% of the total popula- 
tion of Idaho， with the Louie 
Kwong Fong clan dominating the 
area.。 Among them there was a 
Chinese doctor known as Chuck 
Fong and called Ah Fong. 

“His popularity was so _ great in 
the state that when his first wife 
died in 1901,， 站 was the biggest 
funeral that Boise and the state 
ever had. One of her pallbearers 
was the governor of the state. And 
when Ah Fong himself died two 
governors of Idaho acted as pall 
bearers,” reported Paul Buell of 
Alpha Omega Research and Chris 
Muench of the University of San 
Francisco，
